Plans for the. school concert to- 
night (Thursday) were complicated 
by the excellent record Antioch 
musicians made at the district 
music contest. Earlier concert ad- 
vertising had stated that the solo 
or ensemble receiving the highest 
contest rating would be featured at 
the concert.

"first" ratings — enough for a con- 
cert by themselves. It was decided 
to have only the ensembles perform 
at the band concert because more 
students would be able to partici- 
pate.

Company Seeks New 
Natural Gas Pipeline 

Marvin Chandler, president of the 
Northern Hlinois Gas Company, 
speaking at a press dinner at Mar- 
tinetti's, Crystal Lake recently, said 
that his company has applied to the 
Federal Power commission to build 
a natural gas pipeline from Colo- 
rado to this area^ 

This pipeline, when finished, pos- 
sibly by 1958, would supply enough- 
additional gas to furnish most of 
the 175,800 home owners in this 
area, who have applications on file* 
for gas heating permits. 

In the past ten years the demand 
for gas has exceeded -the supply 
despite the efforts of the gas com- 
pany. During 1956 alone 37,511 
new gas customers, 96 per cent of 
which were residential, were con- 
nected to t'.ic 8000 miles of pipeline 
maintained by the gas company. At 
the end of 1956 there were 562,880 
customers supplied by Northern 
Illinois Gas company. '

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Good Questions 

The meat packers arc often the butt of criticism, 
on the theory that they make loo much profit at the 
expense of livestock producers on the one hand and 
meat consumers on the other. This Is probably an un- 
avoidable state of affairs, human nature being what it 
is. For, obviously, the producers want top prices for 
their livestock and the consumers wan low-priced 
meat — two desires that are mighty difficult to recon- 
cile. 

The packers' profit story deserves telling — and 
it deserves public attention too. 

Over a thirty year period — 1925-195-1 — average 
earnings in the packing business came to 95/100 of 
one cent per sales dollar. In 1955 there was a tiny 
variation — the profit averaged nine-tenths of one cent 
per sales dollar. By way of comparison, profits of all 
XJ. S. manufacturers in the same year averaged 5.4 
cents on each dollar of sales. 

That brings up a logical question. If packers arc 
able to keep, as profit, less than a cent out of each 
dollar they take in where does all the rest of the 
money go? The experience of one leading packer last 
year is typical. This particular company had a profit 
of six-tenths of one cent per dollar of sales. The 
rest of the dollar was spent this way: 70.1 cents for 
livestock and other farm products; 15 cents for wages 
and salaries; 5.7 cents for fuel, power, containers and 
other such supplies; 2.9 cents for transportation; 1 
cent for taxes, and 4.7 cents for other expenses, in- 
cluding rent, insurance, advertising, etc. 

Now another good question arises: What keeps 
profits so low? The answer is that 3,000 commer- 
cial slaughterers ore competing among each other for 
the business — and intense competition in any enter- 
prise always holds profits to a minimum figure. 

If Fire Strikes 

What would you do if fire destroyed your house? 

There is a superficially easy answer to that 
question. You'd take the insurance money and re- 
build. It would be a nuisance, of course, but you 
wouldn't be out of pocket.

Yet, according to insurance studies, a 
great many people have unwittingly failed to increase 
their coverage lo compensate. If fire strikes, in 
those cases, there smiply won't be enough insurance 
money to begin to pay for rebuilding.

These taxes were imposed during World War II, 
primarily as emergency measures to discourage un- 
necessary traveling and shipping. The idea was they 
would end 'with the war. But they're still on the 
books. By contrast, similar taxes in World War I 
were repealed a few years after that conflict ended. 
In World War II, Canada also had a transportation 
tax — and repealed it in 1949, 

Mr. Gustin writes; "At a time when transpor- 
tation facilities are adequate and their use should be 
encouraged to reduce congestion on public highways 
the government is in the asinine position of discour- 
aging this by penalizing people who do patronize the 
railroads, nir-lincs nnd bus lines. ... A vicious fea- 
ture of these federal transportation taxes Is the way 
they build up. The rates remain the same but they 
are a fixed percentage of the passenger fare or freight 
rate and every time these ore increased the cost of 
the tax goes up." He also points out that the freight 
tax is a multiple tax, levied and collected several 
times on the some article, in that it applies to raw 
materials as well as finished products. 

Finall, it should be remembered that this Isn't a 
tax on the carriers concerned. It is a tax on the user 
— on every person who travels or uses freight ser- 
vice. So it hits evcry6ne, directly or indirectly.

Clergymen Should File 

Waivers by April IS 



Illinois members of the Chicago 
Motor * Club have been asked to 
write or wire their stale senators 
and representatives to oppose "any 
tax to subsidize the Chicago Transit 
. Authority, or any diversion of high- 
way funds for any purpose. 

The request is made in the March 
issue of Motor News, the club's 
newspaper, which is largely devoted 
to the gas controversy. In a mes- 
sage to members, Chns. M. Hayes, 
club president, says: • ' 

. "Our' view is that taxation on 
anyone or anything for the purpose 
of subsidizing any form of trans- 
portation is wrong. 

"Any form of taxation to subsi- 
dize the CTA would be a dangerous 
precedent. Once a tax is imposed 
on the motorist for this purpose, it 
could become a never-ending propo- 
sition." 

Hayes says that while the "sub- 
sidy proposal" is still In the dlscus- 
csion stage, CTA officials have "sug- 
gested several schemes to the gover- 
nor and other officials, one of which 
Is a* statewide Increase of the 5- 
cents-a-gallon tax to G cents." He 
adds: 

"The CTA also proposes to change 
both state and federal laws to per- 
mit the use of highway funds to 
finance mass transportation." . , 

Motor News points out that "simi- 
lar schemes to divert motor fuel tax 
funds have bec*n attempted In other 
states." But it says that "when 
, given an opportunity to express 
themselves on gas tax diversion, the 
record shows that almost invariably 
the people have voted overwhelm- 
ingly in favor of constitutional safe- 
guards," 

The motor club asserts that from 
their inception, highway user taxes 
have been generally recognized as 
special use or benefit taxes. It 
quotes the author of the first gaso- 
line tax law — passed in Oregon in 
1010 — as having said: "This tax 
ought to be considered as belong- 
ing to the road program and not 
diverted to other purposes. We 
might as well tax sugar to build 
roads as to tax gasoline to run the 
government." 

Motor News says the some princi- 
ple is made "crystal clear" in the 
Haydcn-Cartwright amendment of 
1034 to the baste federal highway 
aid law, and that if highway-user 
taxes arc diverted, planning for Illi 
nois' proposed highway program 
e could be carried out on only a 
"piecemeal basis." 

"This," says the motor club, 
', /'could only result in impaired ef- 
ficiency and waste of the taxpay- 
ers' money," concludes the club: 

"Federal law provides that up to 
one-third of federal aid may be 
withheld if the state's highway user 
taxes arc not spent for highway pur- 
poses. That means, of course, that 
diversion of gasoline taxes to sub- 
sidize the CTA could jeopardise the 
entire Illinois highway program."

ployment, Including any salary, 
or honoraria as a minister, member 
of a religious order, »or Christian 
Science practitioner. 

A clergyman who elects social 
security coverage pays his tax as a 
self-employed person. His church 
is not liable for the tax. The tax 
rate for 1958 is 3 percent of self- 
employment income up to $4,200,

At Lenten Service at 
St. Ignatius' Church 



Head Cancer Fund Drive 



The American Cancer Society's 
educational and fund-raising Cru- 
sade during the month of April in 
Antioch will be " headed by Mrs. 
Morris Pickus, 088 Victoria St., it 
has ' been announced by John 
Schneider, Lake County Drive 
chairman. 

The local quota has been set at 
$675, the same as last year. In the 
county, a goal of $40,000 has been 
set, an increase of about $2,500 over 
last year. 

The increase, represents Lake 
County's share of the national goal 
of $30,000,000. 

"The goal is larger in 1957," it 
was explained, "because of the ris- 
ing over-all incidence of cancer in 
this country. This continues to be 
due largely to the fact that the span 
of human life continues to increase. 
People are living longer, and thus 
reach an age when cancer is most 
likely to strike. 

"The picture is not all dork, how- 
ever. There have been encourag- 
ing reductions of deaths from cer- 
tain forms of cancer, due primarily 
to newly applied techniques for the 
detection and treatment of the dis- 
ease. 

In 1955 it was estimated that 
150,000 Americans were saved from 
cancer. Ten years ago only 80,000 
were saved annually. Or to put it 
another way, ten years ago only one 
of every four Americans who got 
cancer was saved. In 1956 the ratio 
improved to one-in-three. 

"That is wonderful news from the 
cancer battlcfront. But we must 
guard against complacency. Can- 
cer is still the Number Two disease 
killer. It is striking more people, 
but primarily that is because they 
are living longer." 

To meet tbc situation, and to save 
many more lives, the chairman 
pointed out, more funds are needed. 
And the money collected will be 
used for three main purposes — to 
provide more and more research 
support as scientists uncover and 
follow up promising clues to the 
final answers about cancer: to aug- 
ment public and professional educa- 
tion concerning the disease; and to 
give additional services Ho patients. 

The saving of 150,000 lives is, in 
part, due to the Educational pro- 
gram of the Society which publi- 
cizes cancer's seven danger signals 
and encourages early and regular 
physical examinations. This pro- 
gram reaches its peak during the 
April drive for funds, but continues 
on a twelve month basis through- 
out the year.

Buyers Will Finance 



More than 4,000,000 people, or 
nearly two-thirds of new-car buy- 
ers, will borrow money to purchase 
the estimated G, 500,000 new cars to 
be sold this year, If sales predictions 
come true. Since credit is costlier 
and scarcer, don't be careless with 
it, warn the editors of Changing 
Times. 

The price you pay for money to 
finance a car varies with the nge of 
the car, where you live and the 
lender you deal with. Today, a cor 
and all that goes with it costs more, 
making every potential economy 
that much more important. 

This year, you will pay approxi- 
mately per cent discount to fin- 
ance a new car. That means $6 a 
year for each $100 you borrow. To 
finance a $1,000 balance over two 
years, you would sign up to repay 
$1,120 in 24 monthly installments. 
Used-car rates are usually higher. 

There is plenty of variation, how- 
ever. Bankers estimate that most 
bank loans for new cars this year 
will cost between 5 per cent and 
per cent discount. Sales-finance 
people guess that between 6 per 
cent and 7 per cent will be the most 
common finance-company range. 
Rates vary from one bank to an- 
other, from one finance company to 
another. 

In some eastern cities people with 
established credit can finance a new 
car for as little as 3 per cent or 4 
per cent discount. Elsewhere used- 
car buyers may pay as much as 15 
per cent. 

The cost of a car loan is almost 
always quoted either as a percent- 
age discount rate or as a finance 
charge of so many dollars. A dis- 
count rate is not a true interest rate. 
Multiplying the discount rate by the 
amount you want to borrow by the 
number of years the loan will run 
tells how much you will pay for the 
credit. But since you repay in in- 
stallments, you actually are borrow- 
ing a smaller sum each succeeding 
month, and so the true interest rate 
is nearly twice the discount rate. 

You can use either discount rate 
or dollar costs as a quick basis for 
comparison when shopping for 
credit. You know, for example, 
that a 6 per cent loan will be half 
again as expensive as a 4 per cent 
loan. But it is always best to re- 



duce every proposition to its exact 
dollar cost. 

Keep these rules In mind when 
shopping for credit: 

Don't make the mistake that so 
many people do of thinking of the 
car's price only as so much down 
and so much a month. The price 
of the car is the total you pay down 
plus the total of the payments you 
will make. 

Make the down payment just as 
big as you possibly can. The more 
you pay down, the loss you must 
finance, the less interest you will 
pay, the less the car will cost you 
and the lower your monthly pay- 
ments will be. 

Moreover, if you try to finance 
too large a proportion of the sales 
price, you will find yourself owing 
more than your car is worth for 
many months — and that doesn't 
make sense for you or the lender 
either. 

You should try to put at least one- 
third down. If you try to go as low 
as 25 per cent, you may have trou- 
ble getting your loan — or wind up 
with d risky deal. 

Don't be guided by overages, and 
don't grab the first deal offered. 
Shop and compare. Don't finance 
through the dealer just because he 
offers to arrange it when you buy. 
Don't borrow blind from the bank 
just because bank loans are said to 
be cheaper. 

Look around and find out what 
you can get. Put down the costs 
and compare them. Pick the deal 
most advantageous to you, all things 
considered.

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Easter Seal Campaign 
In Lake Villa to Be 
From Mar. 15-Apr. 21 



The Veterans of Foreign Wars 
auxiliary of Lake Villa will sponsor 
tho 1957 Easter Seal campaign to 
old crippled children, Judge L. Eric 
Carey, county chairman for the an 
nual campaign, announced today. 

The auxiliary unit, headed by 
Mrs. C. E. McCarthy, president, will 
spearhead the annual appeal in 
Lake Villa, leading efforts to main- 
tain and promote greater services 
for the crippled. 

The 1957 appeal is scheduled 
March 15 to April 21. Goal for the 
county campaign is $25,000 which 
Judge Carey said will be needed in 
1857 if crippled children ore to re 
ceive the care necessary for their 
rehabilitation. 

In Lake Villa, the 80 member 
auxiliary unit, now 214 years old, 
already has begun work on the cam 
paign. About 20 members of the 
unit have begun the task of ad- 
dressing 1,500 envelopes. 

About 80 per cent of the funds 
raised during the campaign remain 
in the county to finance services, 
The remainder goes to help support 
a national program of service, edu 
cation and research. 



TAX FACTS 



"Next year's property tax bills on 
Illinois homes will sky-rocket if 
present tax rote limitation laws are 
repealed by the 70th General As 
scmbly," warned the Taxpayers' 
Federation of Illinois today. These 
laws, enacted in 1951, set up the ma 
cinery by which the maximum per- 
missible tax rate limit for funds of 
local governments were fixed by 
local action instead of by State law 
as in the past. Thus, a recurring 
headache at every session of the 
General Assembly since tho enact 
ment of the 100 per cent assessment 
laws in 1945 has been cured. 

Changes in rate limits have been 
possible since 1951 by means of ref- 
erenda.. This is as it should be 
It is good for local government to 
have to prove its case to the tax 
payor when it desires more money 
to spend. Such a system maintains 
balance between local government 
and taxpayers. 

Now that "balance" is being 
threatened. A bill is being readied 
for the General Assembly to repeal 
the tax rate limitation laws. The 
result of such a bill would lift tho 
lid from the taxpayer's protection 
It is a matter of simple arithmetic 

Using the county general fund 
for example, a few cases give tho 
result. The general fund limit of 
DuPage county would increase from 
4.6 cents per S100 of valuation to 
\2\ : i cents per S100 of valuation, an 
increase of 172 per cent: Grundy, 
from 6.8 cents to 12 l 4 cents per SI 00 
of valuation, an increase of 84 per 
cent; LaSalle. from 1% to 12»4 
cents, an increase of G7 per cent; 
Macon, from 6'i cents to 12*-j cents, 
an increase of 82 per cent; Sanga 
mon, from 7 1 -: to \2 X ? cents, an in- 
crease of G7 per cent: and Saline, 
from 6.3 cents to 12% cents, an in 
crease of 98 per cent. 

In a very few counties — those 
whose ratios of local assessments to 
full value were above 50 per cent 
previous to tho 100 per cent assess- 
ment laws — the opposite would be 
true. For instance, the Calhoun 
County general fund would de- 
crease from 14'u to 12 V-ic a decrease 
of 14 per cent: Pope County gen- 
eral fund would fall from 13.4 cents 
to 12% cents, a decrease of 7 per 
,cent. 

The Taxpayers' Federation will 
work hard and long to prevent the 
repeal of the tax rate limitation 
laws. Increases can be voted under 
the laws. "Consent of the taxed" is 
just as important in the 20th cen- 
tury as it was in Boston tea party 
days.
